FORT WAYNE CASTS 


VERY HEAVY VOTE 


It Came in Early all Over City and the 


Total Promises to be a 


Record-Breaker. 


;; Generals of the Two 
Great Parties 
Who 
are Await 


Result of the Battle

Ideal weather and unprecedented 


interest in the election brought out 
what promises to be a record-break- 
ing vote in Fort Wayne and Allen 
county today. Not in many years has 
so large a proportion of the vote been 
cast in the early hours of the day, and 
the total Is certain to be a tremen- 
dously large one. Several precincts 
ran out of ballots and were compelled 
to send for a new supply. 


In a vast majority of the precincts 


the voting moved rapidly, and this is 
taken to Indicate that the voters are 
doing little scratching of the ballots. 
In precinct after precinct fully 75 per 
cent of the total vote had been cast 
by noon. This was particularly no- 
ticeable In the Sixth ward, where vot- 
ing machines were used for the first 
time, and where they were apparently 
in high favor with the voters. 


Despite the warm rivalry the elec- 


tion passed off quietly and no disturb- 
ance of any kind has been reported. 
There was promise of a clash In the 
Fifty-eighth precinct, of Wayne town- 
ship, where the republicans had lined 
up a big delegation of rolling mill em- 
ployes but recently naturalized. The 
votes were promptly challenged by 
the democrats, and owing to the fact 
that it was difficult to find a free- 
holder In the precinct 
who 
would 


swear In the votes, but few of them 
had been able to cast a ballet up to 
lafe this afternoon. 


The heavy vote makes it certain 


that the count will be a long and tedi- 
ous one, but the first local returns 
ought to come from the Sixth ward, 
where machines are used, with little- 
delay.

Polls Opened Promptly. 


Reports to the board of election 


commissioners indicate that the-poll- 
Ing places were all opened promptly 
at 6 o'clock,'and notably in the-shop 
districts .there were little knot's of 
voters on hand within a few moments 
after the opening of the polls, ready 
to cast their ballots. Party workers., 
both democratic and republican, were 
also on hand, and there was a plenti- 
ful supply of carriages and automo- 
biles which had been chartered to 
bring and stir up the voters who 
might be inclined to lag or who were 
too infirm to walk to the polls. 


Weather was ideal in contrast to 


that of two years ago, and there was 
every prospect of a record-breaking 
vote. Marked contrast in the time re- 
. quired by the voters in the booths was 
observable. 
In some precincts the 


• voting moved rapidly, indicating the 


majority of the voters were casting 
straight tickets, while in other pre 
cincts the time required by voters in 
marking their 
ballots 
plainly dis 


closed that much "scratching" was be 
ing done. Leaders on both sides pro- 
fessed to believe that the mixed tick 
ets meant a drift to their party. 


Great Vote Expected, 


Upon one point democrats and re 


publicans were agreed. 
.Both de 


clared their conviction that a tremend 
ously heavy vote would be recorded 
The republicans had devoted especia 
effort to getting their vote out early, 
and had organized what was termed 
the "Early Voter's club," whose mem- 
bers were pledged to come to the polls 
early. Republican committeemen and 
precinct workers were all supplied 
with badges of red ribbon, Indicating 
their official connection with the polit- 
ical organization. 


Party headquarters were centers of 


energy. 
Here the local campaign of 


getting out the vote was managed by 
District Chairman Hoffman, County 
Chairman Johnson, Secretary Schroe- 
der and ex-Congressman Robinson for 
the democrats, and by District Chair- 
man Henry, Acting County Chairman 
Hogan, Secretary Jefferies and a big 
staff of lieutenants for the republi- 
cans. All day party workers in the 
various precincts kept in close touch 
with headquarters by telephone, and 
the progress of the battle was watch- 
ed from these points. 


Range of Early Voting. 


The range of early voting in many 


of the precincts was Interesting. In 


the Twelfth precinct of the Third 
ward the balloting was rapid and the 
tickets were largely straight, whlu. 
in the south precincts of the same 
ward there was marked splitting. In 
the First precinct of the First ward, 
twenty votes had been cast at 6:43 
o'clock, and by 8 o'clock the number 
had risen to fifty, while in the Sec- 
ond precinct of the same ward there 
were but flfty-flve in the box at S 
o'clock. 


Much better progress was made in 


some other 
precincts. 
The Forty- 


eighth precinct of the Eighth ward 
had cast 105 votes at 9 o'clock. The 
Forty-second precinct. Eighth ward, 
had sixty-three votes in 
by 7:30 


o'clock. In the Twenty-fifth precinct 
of the Fifth ward there were 122 votes 
n at 8:30 o'clock. 
In the Twenty- 


first precinct of the Fourth ward more 
than half the vote was in before 11 
o'clock. 


Despite the intensity with which the 


campaign had been waged, there was 
no expectation of trouble at the polls, 
hough the police department was on 
the alert. 
Shortly before noon Chief 


of Police Ankenbruck and City Judge 
Skelton, in a carriage, 
made the 


rounds of a large number of voting 
places. 


White badges bearing the names of 


Bryan and Marshall 'designated the 
democratic workers, though the staff 
was apparently not so large as that of 
the republicans. 


1 Voting Machines Please. 


In the Sixth ward, where voting ma- 


clnes were used for the first time, the 
voting was very rapid, and the ma- 
chines were,apparently in high favor 
with, the voters.' Outside each polling 
place was a model machine "with men 
t.o- explain its operation to voters who 
we're not familiar with it, arid so read-' 
ily was the ideV grasped that in one 
precinct in a single hour a total of 115 
votes were cast. So -little time was 
consumed by the voters that bystand- 
ers were led to-believe that few were 
attempting to scratch the ballots, but 
the fact that with the machines the 
work of scratching is so quickly done 
that the time consumed in casting the 
ballot affords • very little basis 
for 


speculation on the 
kind of 
ticket 


voted. 


In voting machine precinct A -at

Ran Out of Ballots, 


Before noon the board of election 


commissioners began to receive notice 
that several precincts were running 
short of ballots, due to the unusually 
heavy vote, and additional ballots 
were at once hurried out to them. 
New Haven sent a call for more bal- 
lots, as did also the Seventh precinct 
in Washington township; the 
Fifth 


precinct of Adams, the First precinct 
in the Firts ward, and the Thirty, 
seventh precinct of the Seventh ward. 


The last election law cut down the 


number of ballots assigned from dou- 
ble the number of votes cast at the 
preceding election to a number 25 
per cent in excess of the former vote, 
and the requests from the various pre- 
cincts indicates that the vote is going 
to be much in excess of 25 per cent 
greater than two years ago. The elec- 
tion commissioners had 2.000 ballots 
in reserve to meet these demands. 


Monroeville, also using machines, re- 


ported a very heavy vote, and Hun- 
tertown came along with similar re- 
ports. 


Heavy Voting Elsewhere. 


Heavy voting was the rule in. all 


the precincts. The Bloomingdale vot- 
ing places were rolling up big totals 
early In the day.

THE VOTING IN NEW YORK.

Got Ready for the Disorder. 


Shopkeepers along Broadway, how- 


ever, busied themselves during the 
morning with preparations of defense 
against the election night throngs and 
revelry which here reach a degree of 
magnitude and liberty approached by 
probably no other city. Barricades 
were constructed today in front of 
plate-glass windows, all

protruding upon the sidewalks were 
removed and as far as possible "decks 
were cleared," as the police expressed 
it, for the surging crowds that will 
pack 'the famous thoroughfare tonight 
from Old Trinity at, the head of Wall 
street to Times square at Forty-sec- 
ond street and beyond.

Saves Time and Is the Most 


Economical Power to Use 


on the Farm. 


WORK AMONG THE CHICKENS 


The most economical power for run- 


ning silo cutters is a gasoline engine. 


It is always advisable to have the 


power a little too large rather than too 
small. 


The strain is not so great, its use- 


fulness is lengthened, and in time of 
great hurry and when more power is 
desired it is at hand without undue 
^training. and perhaps breakage. 


What has been said of power applies 


in the case of the cutter. A small cut- 


More work is required of it than 


Intended by the manufacturer. 
The 


ter is continually overtaxed. 
strain is too groat and the wear rapid. 


A 14-inch cutter . works very well, 


but an 18-inch is better. 
This is a 


good practical size for all ordinary 
Power, but if steam is available u 20 
or 24 inch cutter is belter. 
This lat- 


ter size has great capacity and if power 
is ample will cut the bundles of corn 
as fast as two men can throw them 
onto the self-feeding table. 


It is not advisable to buy a cutter 


smaller than 1C inches. 
An 18 or 20 


inch machine Is a good size and adapt- 
ed to any kind of power. 


If a -large size is purchased at the 


outsat the one machine will last 
great many years, and the necessity of 
selling a cutter for what it will bring 
because it is too small will be obviated. 


It is best for each farmer to own a. 


cutter. They are heavy things to move 
about from farm to farm, and a com- 
pany machine usually does not receive 
the best of attention, as it does not 
t-tom to b<> any one's business in par- 
ticular to look after it. 


Besides some silos require 
longer 


carriers than others, making it neces- 
sary to readjust the machine some- 
what, whicn is apt to 'cause delay and 
breakage. 


When a good machine is properly lo- 


cated and adjusted for the work re- 
quired it should not be used for filling 
other silos.

DAIRYMEN FIGHT THE TEST 


Meadville, Pa., was. the first city in 


the state to enforce upon her dairymen 
the law requiring them to furnish the 
city milk only from cows which had 
been subjected to the tuberculin test. 


The dairymen recently secured an 


injunction on the plea that the step 
is too radical; that the disease cannot 
be communicated 
from 
animals 
to 


man, 
and that the test Is not reliable. 


In the tests made some months ago, 


when the rule was enforced, 95 of 242 
tested cows showed reaction, and only 
one herd was exempt from the effects 
of 
the test. •

engines instead of horses. The machine in the picture has a capacity of 18 horse power and will get over any 
sort of a decent road at from ten to twelve miles per hour. The tires are sixteen inches wide and are so con- 
structed that they will pass over rough or soft ground with comparative ease. This engine cost $1,000 and there 
are many others on the market ranging from $1,000 to $16,000. These machines are also rapidly coining into serv- 
ice on the large grain fields in the west and are used for plowing, harrowing and heaping.. They will pull a gang 
of from six to ten plows with harrows attached and do the work of one-half dozen teams. 
These machines will

4. Uniformity and Trueness to Type, 


M Points—The ears exhibited should be 
uniform in size, shape, color, indenta- 
tion and size- of kernel.

upon is essential to progress in corn 
improvement. Uniformity of kernels is 
essential' to machine planting. 


; 5. Weight of Ear, 10 Points—To be 
determined by the use of scales after 
corn is thoroughly air dry.' Many'sea- 
sons this is not practical before Janu- 
ary. Where the stand and other condi- 
tions of growth are equal weight of ear 
is one of the best indications of pro 
ductiveness. 
. 


6. Color of Grain and Cob, 5 Points— 


Grain should be free from mixture. 
Uncertain tints in cob and grain, and 
off-colored kernels are evidences of mix- 
ing. 
White corn 'should have white 


ccbs and yellow corn should have red 
cobs. 


7. Length and Proportion, 5 Points— 


Length will vary according to en- 
vironment. .No standard can be set by 
the score card save that set by. ma- 
turity and proportion. 'Circumference 
is measured at one-third the distance 
from butt to tip. It should not ex- 
ceed four-fifths nor- fall below three- 
fourths the-length.-

8. Butts and Tips, 5 Points—Kernels 


should extend in Tegular rows- over the 
butt and against 
the shank. 
The 


shank, however, should have sufficient 
size to support the ear. Swelled, open 
or badly compressed butts, as well as 
those having kernels of irregular size, 
are objectionable. 


The tips should have kernels of even 


size, well dented and preferably in reg- 
ular rows. An undersized ear is more 
objectionable with a completely capped 
tip than with a little bare cob. A 
sharply tapering tip is not desirable.

Professor Voorhees says it is m 


mystery that crops can be doubled o 
increased to even much greater pro 
portions by the use of certain fertiliz 
ers. 
The results are all in" accordant 


with the principles involved. 


It'is possible, to get returns of $5 


per acre from the use of $5 worth o 
nitrate of soda on crops of high value 
such as vegetables that command to 
prices in the early spring-. 


It should be understood by ever 


farmer that, however efficient nitrogen 
may appear to be, it cannot fill all th 
conditions of a complete fertilizer. 


It is only one element of plant foot" 


and the soil must contain the neces 
sary phosphorus and potash in orde 
to render the nitrogen effective. 


A farmer must know his soil. If h 


does not he must ask the director of hi 
state experiment station to help him t 
find out what it contains and in wha 
elements-it is deficient. 


The successful feeding of beef cattle 


begins with the growing of the feed, 
ind not, as many seem to think, when 
he animal goes into the feed lot. 


When a practical farmer buys a ma- 


chine he selects one that has proven 
.he- most reliable for his purpose and 
that will do thr. most work in tho short- 
est time. 
The same rigid selection 


iliould be made when we are selecting 
feeders for the purpose of manufac- 
turing our products into beef. 


The improved animal that has in- 


herited fixed characteristics is the best 
machine for converting farm crops into 
beef. The mixed or poorly bred aniina 
is like a machine of less capacity am 
inferior quality of production. 


When a farmer draws a load of grain 


to the elevator he exacts the last quar- 
ter from the buyer. He should con- 
duct his feeding oh the same business 
principles. 
Feeding inferior stock is 


like hauling the grain to a poor market 


The farmer who raises maximun 


crops with'the latest, highly improved 
machinery should not fail to reap the 
full benefit of the crops by feeding then 
to inferior live stock.

New York, Nov. 3.—The anxiety of 


the authorities of the American Mu- 
seum of. Natural History regarding the 
explors of the 
Steffansson-Anderson 


expedition, who, at last reports, were 
short of supplies in the arctic regions, 
has been relieved 'by news from Point. 
Barrow, Alaska. 


George H. Sherwood, secretary of 


the museum, announced yesterday 
that a letter had been received from 
Mr. Steffansson dated Point Barrow, 
Aug. 
29, saying the expected ships had 


come in after the ice had broken and 
that from the whalers about four tons 
ot provisions and other necessaries 
had been obtained.

April to spend a year and a hall or 
two years and a half among the Es- 
quimos.
